3. There Is no information available In Washington to suopie nent 
the official denial issued in Beirut by the Army (attached). The Depart: cr t 
©f Defense has advised us that in this instance, the overseas command Uu. 
complete jurisdiction and U. S. Army, Washington, would take no action 
normally, especially where. the letter is obviously a forgery. Defense 

wUi furnish us an analysis of the letter and will issue an official denial 
from Washington if we consider such action desirable and if we pr ..vie*, 
a copy of the letter.
